The Texas Public Jervice OCompany 4s hereby put upon notice that the Oty of Austin does not
guarantee that tho space assigned above is clear from other underground utilities, but is hased
wpon the best records we have at band, and that the minimun depth stated does not have any refere
ence to the fact that greater depths mey not be required at special points. Wﬂen the Texas Public
Service Qompany requires definite information upon the grownd as to elevations or working pointa
from which to base the location of their assignments, they shall epply to the City Englneering
Department not less than three (3) days bofors such information is required. The Texas Public Service
Company is further put upon notice fhat they will be required to boar the expense of repalrs or
replacement of any underground utility damaged during the construction of lines named in this reso=-
lution,

filing fee, as aforosaid, upon the condition that these amounts are pald on or before the 10th day
of January, 1941, and when sald condition is met, the City Managor of the City of Austin 4is hercby
